German-American test features 
rodeo, rides, and entertainment

Come rain or shine, sleet or snow, 
nothing w i l l stop the rodeo. 

The 20th annual Nor th Stuttgart Car­
nival and Rodeo began Aug. 26 and w i l l 
continue through Labor Day, Sept. 4, at 
the Pattonvil le airf ield. 

The most popular event o f the festival 
are the rodeo events. Men and women 
alike w i l l t ry to w in one event by staying 
on the back o f a bucking American mus­
tang for e i ^ t seconds. Other events i n ­
clude bul l-r iding and calf-roping. 

From 300 to 350 cowboys and cow­
girls are anticipated to compete in the 
rodeo. They come from anywhere the 
U.S. A rmy and A i r Force have bases in 
Europe. There w i l l also be two clowns 
that w i l l keep the bulls away from the 
cowboys and cowgirls. 

Apol lo, one o f the more popular fea­
tures o f the rodeo, has been bucking r id ­
ers for all 20 years o f the rodeo. Over 
that t ime, only 35 cowboys have ridden 
her, but have been bucked 800 times be­
tween them. The horse is 32-years old, 
and one o f the oldest in Germany. 

Admission for the rodeo is $ 6 / D M 12 
for adults and $4.50/DM 9 for children. 
The price o f admission has stayed the 
same for the past nine years. 

Over the past 19 years o f the rodeo, it 
has attracted approximately three m i l ­
l ion spectators and about 30 mi l l i on tele­
vision viewers. 

There are other popular activities dur­
ing the festival including rides for both 
children and adults, a variety o f enter­
tainment, and lots of food. A lai^e fcst 
tent, carnival site, and rodeo arena w i l l 
dominate the area wi th many activities. 

The carnival w i l l have an assortment 
of rides for children. Among ihem are 
boat rides, plane rides, train rides, 
merry-go-round, and sports cars. Adults 
w i l l be able to make an impact on the 
carnival w i th the bumper cars. 

The entertainment scheduled features 
the Berl in D r i l l Team, the Polizei Dog 
Show, and a variety o f music from the 
Dakota Country and Western Band to 
the Polizei Band. Also, the Hofbrau 
Bl imp w i l l float its way in , and there w i l l 
be a j a i l for arresting carnival " c r im i ­
nals" as well as a dunking booth. 

The food w i l l be plenty wi th America's 
best cooking alongside Germany's 
Wurst. There w i l l be nachos and tacos, 
corn on the cob and hot dogs, chicken 
and barbecue ribs, ice cream and many 
other favorites. 

Opening ceremonies were scheduled 
to begin at 4 p.m. Aug. 26 wi th the 84ih 
Army Band sounding the alarm to begin 
the festivities. The Remseck Orchestra 
was scheduled to play that night. Ken­

tucky Kar l and the Canadian Pipe and 
Drum was slated the following af­
ternoon, and the Muslkvercin Egolsheim 
was scheduled to play that night. 

An assortment o f musical groups are 
scheduled to appear throughout the 10-
day affair. 

On Aug. 28 at 7 p.m.. The Take is 
slated to make its first o f two perfor­
mances. On the 29th at 7 p.m.. the group 
Easy Country is scheduled to play. The 
Take returns Aug. 30 at 7 p.m. and Easy 
Country comes back Aug. 31 at the same 
time. On Sept. 1 at 7:30 p.m., the Polizei 
Band is slated to perform. The Dakota 
Country and Western Band is scheduled 
to play on Sept. 2 at 7 p.m. Strikes 
Rock'n Rol l is slated for the 3rd at 7 
p.m., and Paradise Variety is scheduled 
to finish the festival of f at the same time 
on Sept. 4. 

Other scheduled events include: Sept. 
1-3, the Berl in D r i l l Team w i l l perform 
four times. Their first performance is on 
the 1st at 6 p.m.; their next performances 
are on the 2nd at 12:30 and 2:30 p.m.; 
and they have their finale at noon on the 
3rd. Sept. 2 at 7:30 p.m.. the Polizei Dog 
Show w i l l be held. A parachute exhibi­
t ion is slated for Aug. 26-30, and a raffle 
w i l l be held w i th the winner taking home 
a pick-up truck. 

And remember, no matter what the 
weather, the show wi l l go on.
